Chief Eoglneer B. F. Higgles and 
several members of tbe Fire Department 
were preeent at tba meeting, sad some 
of them were expecting a report 
from the Fire Committee with regard 
to a new Are bouse.

A repetition In a minor way of tba 
Clifton Avenue tragedy occurred on 
Tuesday morning at tba C**oa btiaat 
grade oroeelug of tbe Orange aod 
Paasalo Valley trolley line aud tba 
Lackawanna Railroad. According lo 
people wbo were wltueaeea. tbe accident 
waa caused by tbe effort to gel tbe 
trolley car to tbe s'.atloo before the 
7 46 New York train left. There warn 
several paaeeng**re on tbe trolley ear 
wbo wanted tu oaleb that Ualn. aud It 
la alleged tbat tbe motoiman waa mak¬ 
ing extra time dowu Cone Btreet lu 
order to accommodate them 

Tbe ceit trolley wblcb carue along 
also got beyond the control of lb« 
tuotortuau and ran acioea tbe track. 
There waa nothing lo lie path, however, 
except a milk wagon. Tbe bora** was 
knocked down, but there waa uo damage 
done. 

Cons Hlreet from Main Btreat to tbe 
Lackawanna Railroad descends at a 
alight grade, but Inasmuch as cars of 
tbe traction coiupat-y have l*> atop at 
Main and Cone Mireet*. slid again upon 
reaching tbe railroad station, they 
seldom attain auy considerable speed 
lu going dowu tbe grade.
